Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-5, 7, 8, 12-15, 18, and 19 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The limitation of subarea location "according to a predetermined rule that 
arranges the subareas in a predetermined order without creating any intervals between 
the subareas, while allowing a change in the relative position of the subarea in the 
originating unit area to which the subarea belonged before the division" is not found in 
the cited prior art, and therefore renders independent claims 1,13, and 18 allowable, as 
well as the claims depending thereon. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
